A  Letter  to  the  Hon.  Chnrles  Snmner,  a  8e« 
nntnr  in  Conff raaa  fmai  tke  Stale  af  Maaaa- 
ckaaana:  OBeiaalaaa<  hf  kia  aalMtavery 
4tac— ran  in  lliklo*a  Tkeatre. 

Sit: — I  have  read  with  prcat  attention 
a  discourse  of  yours  published  in  ihe  New 
York  Tribune  of  ibe  18th  of  May,  which, 
according  to  the  stuiemeiits  of  that  paper, 
was  pronounced  at  Niblo's  Tiiealre,  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  a  few  davs  before,  to 
an  immense  and  deligitted  asseniblv  of  the 
people.  I  will  add  that  it  is  my  habit  to 
read  carefully  what  I  find  in  the  newspa- 
pers of  the  day,  pn)ceeding  from  you.  For 
I  observe  in  what  falls  from  you,  a  more 
■eriooa  conviction,  a  deeper  tincture  of 
•cholarahip,  a  larger  intelligence,  and  a 
more  earnest  manlinesa,  than  I  have  been 
able  to  discover.in  the  •ttmaeea  of  those 
who  teem  to  enjoy  your  confidence,  and 
ahara  jemr  labora.  It  ia  no  disparagement 
to  yoQ  personalty,  to  add,  that  representing 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  sit- 
ting in  the  seat  of  Daniel  Webster*  diseours- 
inf  of  the  doty  of  the  Northern  States  on 
the  Moct  daiiferons  topie  of  our  day,  and 
picndinf  eloqnently  for  the  Nocessity.Prac- 
licability  and  Djfnity,  of  an  enterprise 
whose  eoeeese  involves  the  min  of  the 
country — your  words  have,  for  all  consid- 
erate men,  an  interest  and  an  impnrtance 
which  all  your  high  qualities  would  fail  to 
impart  to  them,  if  you  spoke  as  a  private 
citizt-n.  It  may  be  possible,  also,  thai  the 
words  of  a  private  person  like  nivsfil',  and 
a  total  str;tn{ipr  to  you.  by  conn«'(niii::  tlicnt- 
selves  with  the  stiring  and  danc^rrous  words 
spoken  by  you  from  the  great  position  you 
have  won,  may  obtain  an  audience,  whieli. 
(  but  for  tia;.  it  were  idle  to  expect  for  tliein 
— and  vou  will,  perhaps,  admit,  that  1  have 
sninewliat  to  say .  worthy  of  serious  consid- 
eration, and  that  iny  iilc-lmiij  connrclion, 
m  many  forms,  wuli  innst  of  the  topics 
you  discuss,  entitles  me,  without  undue 
presumption,  to  (^ive  utterance  to  aoeie  of 
the  thoughts  excited  by  your  difcourse. 

Allow  me.  sir,  to  utter  in  one  sentence 
the  substance  of  my  whole  thought  touch- 
ing the  madness  of  the  tiroes,  about  this 
whole  ^aestion  of  negro  slavery.  Here 
we  are,  a  great  people,  with  aglorioat  mis- 
sion aet  befowa.  M«f«  than  twenty  «ill- 
ions  of  nritli  whose  destiny  the  destiny 
of  three  or  fenr  milKoneof  blacks  it  fear- 
fully riioibined.  One  way  or  the  other  we 
must  oolve  tfceir  destiny,  when  we  solve 
our  own.  This  is  wholly  unavoidable. 
But  tlie  madness  is,  that  every  seven  white 
Americans  must  ueed  cut  each  other's 
throats  concerning  the  fate  of  one  black 
.African  !  [s  jtliere  no  .solution  of  the  pro- 
blem ol  ibcir  Jesiinv,  and  ours,  but  that 
solution  wbl<"b  dcstrovs  tis,  without  bene- 
fiting ihcin  !  And  cm  Siaicsmen  such  as 
1  do  not  see  sulliciciil  reason  to  doubt  vou 
are — and  patriots  such  as  1  have  not  the 
heart  to  denv  vou  to  be — find  no  better 
solution  of  this  terrible  probiciu — no  no- 
bler issue  of  our  suiiliine  hopes,  than  mu- 
tual destruction  by  men  of  tlie  North  and 
men  of  the  South,  for  the  sake  of  the  Af- 
rican slaves,  scattered  thinly  over  the  con- 
tinent! Are  we  not  able  to  boar  through, 
by  our  invincible  strength,  even  such  a 
parasite  as  this  black  race,  carrying  them 
forward  far  beyond  any  thing  they  could 
have  reached  without  us,  and  yet  mounting 
up  ourselves  &r  beyond  anything  they  may 
ever  reach?  Shame  upon  every  American 
statesman  and  every  American  patriot,  who 
is  insensible  to  the  glory  of  ench  a  result ! 
Infkray  to  every  one  who  conspires  to  de- 
feat it. 

And  yet,  sir,  yon,  an  American  Senator, 
speaking  in  the  name  of  that  great  Com- 
monv/ealth  in  whose  bosom  stands  Bunk- 
er Hill — and  sitting  in  the  seat  of  that 
great  Statesman  and  Patriot,  who  saw  no 
hope  for  public  liberty,  hieher  than  that 
which  rests  upon  the  Union  of  these 
States;  you.  an  American  Se:iator,  who 
have  studied  the  past  and  who  fear  Ciiul, 
allow  yourself  to  bring  the  whole  force 
of  your  character,  your  ptisition  and  vour 
great  gifts,  to  bear  directly  upon  the  point 
at  wlii<'b  alone  it  is  possilile  to  wreck 
the  coiintrv.  and  todestrov  us  .all  together! 
The  very  madness  of  the  limes  assumes  in 
yon  its  most  frantic  aspect,  and  you  openly 
avow,  that  slavery  in  America,  is  a  wrong 
so  grevious  and  unquestionable,  that  it 
should  not  be  allowed  to  continue — nay, 
that  it  ehonU  eoaao  to  exist  at  once — nay 
that  a  wrong  so  transcendant,  so  loath- 
some, so  direful,  must  be  encouiitered 
wherever  it  can  be  reached,  and  the  battle 
must  be  continued  without  truce  or  com- 
promise, until  the  idd  ia  entirely  won. — 
Such  are  vonr  words:  praliNindly  eloquent 
— nnapeakaUy  frantic. 

Now,  sir,  this  mean»  neither  more  nor 
leas,  tluui  the  edge  of  the  sword.  Lay 
aaide  the  cheloric,  and  the  aimple  aenae  is 
grape  and  canister,  cold  steel  and  stricken 
battle.  Believe  me,  Mr.  Sumner,  when  I 
stale  two  faeta,  one  of  which  I  know  better 
than  you  do.  and  the  other  of  which  you 
ought  to  know  belter,  perhaps,  than  I  do. 
The  fact  which  1  know  better  than  you  do 
is,  tliat  whenever  the  very  faintest  indica- 
tion of  the  settled  purpose  of  the  men  of 
the  North  to  follow  your  advice  become? 
apparent  to  tl  e  men  of  the  fifteen  slave 
States  of the  Union,  a  million  of  armed  men 
will  be  ready  to  receive  you  and  your  fol- 
lowers :  and  if  you  come  not  speedily 
thereafter  to  execute  your  threats,  your 
coming  will  not  be  waited  for  ;  but  they 
will  seek  you  on  the  soil  where  you  now 
vainly  suppose  no  danger  will  come.  The 
fact  which  yoo  ought  know  better  than  I 
do  ia,  that  after  two  or  three  thousand  men 
are  arrayed  in  battle,  on  each  side,  it 
make*  no  aort  of  difference,  as  to  tlte  prob- 
able reanlt  whether  the  one  or  the  other 
party  has  the  greter  inennre  of  physical 
foree  lad  o«t  of  battle  ;  because,  after  two 
three  hundred  thousand  fighting  men,  in  the 
present  einie  of  the  art  of  war— every  thing 
dependa  maralf  on  brains.  The  sum  of 
these  two  faeta  is  very  clear ;  namely,  if 
the  North  wants  to  settle  the  slavery  ques- 
tion by  the  edge  of  the  sword,  the  North  is 
in  a  very  fair  way  to  be  perfectly  gratified; 
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IS  at  least  an  exceeding  great  probability 
that  the  North  will  see  reason  to  change 
her  mind  very  materially,  as  to  the  wisdom 
ot  that  method  of  sealing  that  question. 

Moreover,  let  it  not  eaeape  ytMrattemion,  that  ma- 
nycircuinatancea  aggravate  the  conduct  of  the  men  of 
tbellonh,  and  exasperate  the  hearts  of  the  men  of 
the  South,  m  this  whole  business:  all  ol  them  letul- 
ing  to  strengthen  us.  and  to  weaken  you,  at  every 
stage  of  the  t^loody  struggle  to  which  you  are  driving 
the  country.  For,  in  the  fir$i place,  let  slavery  be  all 
thai  you  aasert  it  to  he,  Ihe  time  is  long  past  when  it 
was  either  honest,  wise,  or  patriotic,  for  yon  to  take 
that  ground,  even  in  an  argument  having  merely  oidi* 
niiry  political  bearings,  much  less  in  one  looking  to 
bloo<lshed  and  conquest.  AW  that  was  settled  between 
us  before  the  old  confederation  was  iitrined:  it  was 
settled  again  in  the  common  danger  and  common  glo 
rv  of  oar  great  Revolution— it  was  settled  ngain  in 
the  Federal  Conatii  uiinn.  I  say  nothing  about  'be 
unspsakabia  Mly  ot  arguini;  as  «  staier<man,  that  a 
slave  State  and  a  Iree  State  cannot  tolerate  each  other 
in  one  confederacy,  supposing  the  question  to  be  now 
for  the  first  lime  considered.  What  I  say  is,  that  it 
Is  no  longer  po«ible  for  the  men  of  the  North  to  open 
that  question,  without  revolution,  and  witliout  dis- 
loyalty to  every  national  act  and  inon-inieni  of  our 
past  history;  and  what  I  mean  is,  that  i hey  cannot db 
this,  without  so  weakening  and  disgracing  them- 
sehrecand  so  strengthenini  andei.aiblin(  ua,  iliut 
God,  posterity,  fortune  and  the  beans  of  the  combat- 
ants, must  feel  the  effects  ot  theoppositecondiict  and 
position  of  the  parlies.  To  winch  add.  in  the  fecund 
place,  that  this  conduct  of  the  men  of  the  North,  be 
ades  a  base  political  after-thought,  is  a  deliberate 
breach  ot  laith  cemented  by  the  blood  of  our  fathers; 
an  ignoble  retraction  of  plighted  honor  snd  truth  and 
jintioa;a  calculated  sacrifice  of  those  of  their  own 
race,  aitd  lineage,  and  house,  and  blood,  for  those  ol 
a  stranpe  kindrt-d  and  clime  without  any  new  circiim- 
siaiire  or  additional  reason,  lor  so  atrocious  a  perfidy 
against  nature  and  against  plighted  troih.  Add  a^aiii. 
in  the  l*irrf  place,  thaalradi^  of  that  aute  of  heart 
in  which  the  North  presses  ihia  bkiody  abitrament  un- 
der the  settled  belief  that  she  risks  nothinc  ihtreliy. 
and  that  we  risk  every  ihiiiir:  and  the  fervor  of  tli.'it 
Slate  of  soul  in  which  the  South,  roused  by  so  much 
insult,  injustice  and  datiger,  really  does  risk  all  with 
a  sublime  purpose,  to  the  last  man.  to  win  all.  And 
then  in  the  fourth  place,  add  the  .sort  of  conviction 
with  which  the  two  parties  thusmiitually  r.mge them- 
selves in  that  deadly  strife;  and  it  you  be  ns  wise  as 
you  are  eloquent,  you  may  comprehend  what  as  yet 
you  fcecni  to  have  wholly  overlooked— namely,  the 
settled  confideoceof  the  entire  slave  .States, that  they 
are  lally  able  to  make  the  men  of  the  .North  repent 
that  ever  they  broke  constitutions,  and  forgot  ances- 
tral ties,  and  omraRed  national  obli-.ntions,  inorderto 
rum  ten  niiiiioiis  ol  the  most  elev.iicd  race  on  the  face 
of  the  earth,  upon  the  hazard — if  not  the  pretext — of 
beiiefining  the  third  part  of  that  nnariier,  one  of  the 
most  degraded  races  in  the  world.  You  will  have 
l>nitle— and  that  without  truce  or  compromise — and 
'hat  wherever  you  can  reach  us — and  that  until  the 
field  IS  entirely  won?  For  my  pan.  sir,  1  would  glad- 
ly shun  that  b.ittle;  el.idly  give  my  blood  to  ar.'esi  it, 
it  it  were  begun.  But  there  mingles  with  this  pro- 
found dread  of  shedding  my  brother's  blooid.  not  one 
apprehenaian  at  the  reault  of  the  conflict.  For  who- 
ever lives  to  se«»  that  battle  fought  will  see  one  more 
e.rainp'e  added  to  ihe  tniiliitiidps  which  already 
crowd  the  aniir.ls  of  ninnkiii<l.  ili,ii  tliev  who  boaal 
'lieniselves  when  tlit-y  -iid  their  liariic-s  on,  are  apt 
eiioiit^h  to  wail  Hhcn  liicy  come  to  p'ji  iioir. 

tar  then,  you  nia>  perceive,  that  according  to  the 
fixed  and  unanimous  conviction  of  the  fifteen  Com- 
mon wealilus  you  pro|x>s«  to  conquer,  your  whole 
.North,  it  it  were  united  as  one  man,  could  no  more  do 
lhat  ileed,  than  it  could  nwke  a  world;  and  that,  un- 
less It  were  utterly  lost  to  every  glorious  inspiration 
of  the  past,  and  every  sacred  iiii;Mil->e  struggling  for 
birth  ill  all  true  lie.iris.  the  Noiih  would  no  more 
think  of  iiiukiiig  i^ueli  an  attempt,  upon  such  pretexts 
as  you  array — even  if  those  preiexis  were  all  true  and 
real — than  it  would  think  of  parricide  followed  by  self 
murder.  Bai,  air,  I  beg  you  loeeaaider  what  I  shall 
add  to  ahaw  that  thaaa  pfaiazia  are  naiiher  true  nor 
real. 

The  very  foundation  of  your  diacourae,  as  you  dis- 
tinctly state,  is  the  grand  principle,  universal,  as  you 
assert,  in  the  law  of  slavery,  that  man,  created  in  the 
llIla^e  of  (iod.  is  divested  of  his  h'iman  cli:ir:icter.  and 
declared  to  be  n  mere  chattel.  Now,  .Mr.  Siitniier, 
\  .ui  CMTinot  t.iil  lo  be  aware  lhat  iKxh  p:irts  of  thit> 
statentt  ni  are  ab.solutely  untrue;  and  by  consequence, 
your  whole  plea  for  our  conquest,  is  based  on  a  dou- 
ble, perfidioua  qnibbie  There  ia  not  a  single  slave 
^tate  in  thia  Union,  whose  laws  divest  the  slave  of 
his  hitman  character.  There  i.s  not  a  single  one, 
wiiose  laws  dei  l;ire  asl.ivc  to  |]e  a  mere  chattel.  No 
do,ibt.  nia'iy  of  the  rights  which  I  believe  with  you, 
to  be  inherent  in  human  nature,  are  wbollv  incom- 
patible with  any  state  ot  slavery.  No  doubt,  if  sl.-i- 
very  exists  at  all.  the  ri<:hts  of  properlv  thus  rtco^- 
Iii7.ed  liy  the  |o(  ;i|  lnw.  miiy  lie  liinde  anuloyoiis  to  tlie 
rii.'hl  one  ha.s  to  a  chattel  just  as  it  may  be  to  the  j 
risiht  one  has  to  reality.  Hut  you  have  far  loo  much 
sense  and  knowledirc  not  toknow  that  these  are  wide-  | 
lyihtferent  triiihs  trom  the  abonr.nable  untruthsupon  ' 
w  liii  li  your  whole  discourse  proceeds.  Do  you  not 
pertectiv  understand  lhat  every  slave  .State  in  ihis  | 
Union  shapes  its  entire  slave  code,  upon  the  grand  | 
truths  that  a  slave  is  not  a  mere  chattel,  and  that  his  i 
human  character  is  not  di  vested?  Do  vou  not  know,  : 
thai  by  the  untveiwil  law  of  slavery,  the  slave  is  held 
to  innumerable  Mcountabilities,  overr  ding  all  claim 
of  his  master;  and  that  he  is  protected,  not  as  a  chai- 
tel.  but  as  a  man,  at  the  peril  and  torleil  even  ol  his  ' 
master's  lite?  And  yet,  upon  precisely  opposite  alle-  ' 
gations.  jroa  oonatrvct  an  annuMat  whoae  logical  is  ' 
sue  is  the  subversion  of  our  National  Union;  and  up- 
on that  argument  you  construct  a  code  of  morals, 
wImsc  hii:lie-i  oliliir-'i'i  'n  is  civil  w^ir!  .">ir.  whatever 
may  be  my  opinion  ot  the  t.nirness  of  such  reasoning, 
I  easily  perceive  its  dialectic  skill.  But  for  your 
sweeping  allegations,  your  ari;uiiient  had  noifiing  on 
which  to  rest;  for  if  the  relation  of  master  and  slave  be 
once  admitted  to  be  generically  a  relation  of  power 
and  subjection  analogous  to  those  of  ruler  and  sub- 
ject, guardian  and  ward.  pTrent  and  child — ilicn  it  de- 
mands far  higher  powers  than  yours,  to  show  that  as 
a  mere  relation  it  has  any  moral  quality  at  all;  and 
then  yoar  duty  of  murder  on  account  ot  it,  comes 
straightwar  to  an  end.  Slavery,  Mr.  Sumner,  is  not 
a  thing,  which  even  in  its  fundamental  nature,  miirh 
less  in  its  more  revoltnif;  aspects.  I  have  any  purpose 
to  defend.  But  it  is  not,  either  in  its  nature  or  its 
manifesiations.  ihe  thing  you  pronounce ii  lo  be;  and 
this  vou  could  hardly  fail  to  know.  How  then  can  I 
avoid  srivuii:  tl\:it  the  pretexts  on  which  you  counsel 
siu  h  insnne  iirocecdiiiL's.  are  neither  true  nor  realf 

What  you  say  on  the  two  viial  objections,  aa  von 
call  ihem,  to  what  jma  attrla  iha  Anti-Shverv  fen- 
lerprise,  ts  not  equal  to  the  Wei  of  your  ordiniry 
ihouilhls.  The  dintinclinn  of  rnre.  as  an  obstnrle  to 
indiscriminate  sbolition.  and  the  tnnciinn  of  Chris- 
Itant  to  the  institution  of  t^lavery,  as  a  plea  for  its  tol- 
eration, do  not  unquestionably  require  to  be  put  aside 
more  thoroii;rhiy  than  yon  have  succeeded  in  doing, 
before  the  terrible  necessity  of  adopting  vour  princi- 
pies  and  following  your  counsel  can  be  said  lo  lie  ob- 
ligatory to  the  cont-cience  of  the  North.  I  will  ven- 
ture to  suggest  somewhat  on  both  topioa,  which  seem 
to  have  escaped  your  notice. 

For  my  part,  sir,  I  wish  well  to  every  eonntrv  in  the  ' 
world,  and  to  every  race  on  the  lace  of  the  earth.  Bat' 
I  frankly  admit  that  I  love  my  own  country  out  of  all 
comparison  with  every  other;  tliat  I  rherish  my  own 
race,  with  a  lervor  far  beyond  rh:it  with  which  I  re- 
gard all  others.  Some  people  call  ihi.s  liigotry— aome 
call  it  fanaticiam — soma  call  it  narrow- mindednesn— 
and  the  like.  I  call  it  an  exalted  duty,  born  of  a  nat- 
ural morality  and  revealed  reliiiion — whose  necleet  is 
iiicompatilile  with  a  pure  heart  or  a  richt  spirit  in 
man.  It  has  pleased  (Jod  to  create  and  to  establish 
grot  diversiiie"  of  race  amongst  men;  diversities, 
which,  if  we  could  obliierate  them  completely,  wjuld, 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  be  re-established  under  the 
course  of  Divine  Providence  whose  grand  de.tisns  in 
lhat.  as  in  all  thinsselse,  we  neither  fully  comprehend 
nor  are  able  to  defeat.  This  diversity  of  race,  exien- 
dinir  apparently  to  the  utmost  limit  compatible  with 
iiseeneric  unity,  has  been  one  of  the  most  conspicu- 
ous elements  in  the  destiny  of  mankind — and  is  so 
still.  I  beg  you  to  consider  ihst  in  all  recorded  time.  I 
but  two  methods  have  |)een  found,  whereby  it  was  ' 
possible  to  solve  that  great  prublem  of  the  general 
mixture  of  races  in  one  coininiinity,  on  equal  terms.  , 
It  can  be  done — where  all  have  a  common  master;  ' 
that  is  under  a  form  which  indiscriminately  enslaves 
all.  Or  it  can  be  done  by  means  of  the  toleration  of 
Polvgamy;  that  ia.  under  a  form  where  the  civil  equal- 
ity i  s  preceded  and  coerced  by  one  of  blood  and  house- 
hold. Except  by  one  or  other  of  these  means,  or  by 
l)oth  of  them  combined,  the  fundamental  demand  of 
your  kbolition  hypothesis,  after  innumerable  altempta 
and  upon  every  raea  of  BMn.aader  every  form  of  civ- 
ilitatkm^has  enoonntered  only  universal  shipwreck 
Your  Anti-Slavery  Enterprise,  therefore,  as  soon  as 
It  encounters  ilie  question  ot  mixed  races  dwellincto- 
gether,  must  demand  that  equality  which  is  produced 
by  the  indiscriminate  servitude  of  all;  or  it  muat  da> 
mand  the  toleration  of  Polygamy;  or  it  must  succumb 
before  the  irresistible  course  of  Providence,  and  the 
invincible  laws  of  human  naiurp.  as  both  are  attested 
by  the  universal  experience  of  mankind  That  is, 
we  must  renounce  our  freedom  and  our  actual  civili- 
zation to  reach  one  solutior  of  this  problem;  or  we 
must  renounce  our  Christianity,  to  reach  the  other  so- 
lution of  it;  or  we  must  resist  your  Anti-Slavery  En- 
terprise, with  its  fundamental  clause  of  equality  of 
races,  as  laniamount  to  the  utiFr  disorganization  of 
pocieiy.  .<^ir.  I  have  not  one  word  to  say  about  Shem, 
Uam,  or  Jsphet,  or  Canaan.  But  whether  as  a  States- 
man, aa  a  Philoaophar.  or  aa  a  Chriatian,  and  with  a 
aovereign  contempt  for  all  infidel  theories  of  man,  of 
society,  and  of  virtue— I  can  calmlt  and  sorrowly  tell 
you.  there  lies  oiie  of  the  arand  and  insuperable  ob- 
stacles to  that  universal  freedom  and  equality  of  man, 
fifr  which  man  has  panted  from  the  origin  of  the  race, 
hut  could  never  aiuin,  and  never  will,  upon  such  the- 
ariaa as yeais.  The ptataat i^^thatlwjg ^sMia- 
sMs  by  sivil  wet^ef  is  oHiiHMk  at sHitMHSpt  sr 
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the  terms  stated,  or  is  either 
us,  is  neither  true  nor  real. 

On  the  other  pinal,  yonr  plan  Ibr 
aodetyand  the  rain  of  tmr  country  ii"Ml  less  satis 

factory.  As  for  me,  Mr.  Sumner,  it  has  been  the 
great  business  of  my  life  to  preach  the  Gospel  of 
God;  the  great  pleasure  of  niy  life,  to  do  what  1  could 
to  ameliorate  the  condition  cf  my  fellow-men.  Aiid 
need  not  hesitate  to  add  lhat  while  I  have  won  neith- 
er Senatorial  rank  nor  national  notoriety  thereby, 
have  endured  more  and  have  risked  more  lor  the  sake 
of  the  black  race,  by  far,  than  either  vou  or  I  have 
done  for  the  sake  of  the  white.  Yourberce  sarcasm, 
therefore,  has  no  terror  for  me;  nor  can  your  pathos 
mislead  a  heart  which  has  feh  too  deeply  all  the  real 
evila  of  ihia  pitiable  case,  to  be  susceptible  to  the  in- 
fluence oi  the  most  eloquent  exaggeration;  nor  have  I 
any  sympathy  with  that  state  of  mind  in  which  one 
can  imat'ine  that  he  is  pleading  the  cause  ot  Christ, 
while  he  is  counseling  the  deliberate  vioktion  of  the 
moat  aacred  obligations.  1  he  lite  and  the  doctrine 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  afford  the  only  perlect  illustration 
of  every  truth  and  every  duty;  and  amongst  the  rest 
of  that  glorious  truih  ol  the  universal  brotherhood  ot 
man.  and  that  imiiiurtal  duty  of  quenchless,  mutual 
love,  founded  on  it.  But  how  utterly  5|o  we  miscon- 
ceive the  lile  and  the  doctrine  oC  the  Son  of  God, 
when  we  advocate  universal  t^bason  tuiordsr  to  re 
dreae  partial  oppresaion;  or  leach  doctrmee  which 
lead  only  lo  universal  rapine  in  order  to  rectify  par- 
tial injustice.  1  wish  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart, 
tliiit  every  people  were  tit  to  enjoy;  and  did  actually 
possess,  public  lil>eriy  and  free  instilntions;  hfitahould 
I,  therefore,  urge  an  indiscriminate  aaaault  upon  all 
nations  which  desire,  but  are  denied  these  inestima- 
ble blessings?  .Ml  duty  is  founded  upon  truths  and 
laws,  both  of  which  ore  immui.iMe.  Imi  everv  dj'y  is 
modified  by  circumstunct-s  winch  vary  ceaselessly; 
and  it  is  only  as  we  comprehend  both  of  these  great 
principles,  that  we  can  ever  attain  any  rational  assu- 
rance that  we  perform  a  single  duty  aright.  .\s  a 
member  oi  the  human  race,  enlightened  by  the  Gos- 
pel, I  may  have  a  particular  view  ot  the  general  ques- 
tion of  human  servitude.  Considered  as  a  citizen  of 
ihe  United  Stales,  with  the  institution  of  slavery  oc- 
cupying the  precise  posture  it  does  in  ibis  nation,  my 
view  ot  my  «nra  duly  naat  neceaaarily  be  nradifiad. 
Considered  as  a  citizen  of  Kentucky,  where  much 
miijht  l»e  done  towards  the  amelioration  of  slavery, 
my  dutv  is  modified  again  .And  considered  as  acii- 
izen  of  .South  Carolina,  where  probably  it  is  hardly 
po -sihle  to  conjecture  how  shivery  eould  terminate 
peaceluliv  and  safely,  my  duty  necenatily  bodergoes 
anoiher  and  very  serious  mitdification. 

The  reliL'ion  of  Jesus  Christ  is  compatible  with  ev- 
ery condition  in  which  God's  providence  constrains 
our  fallen  race  tu  exist,  and  it  is  as  absurd  in  reason, 
and  as  unfi^unded  in  fact,  to  as.sert  that  Christ  and  his 
Apoailea  retiuired  the  indiscriminate  alioiition  of  hu- 
man aervitade,  aa  loaaaert  that  they  required  the  in- 
discriminate overthrow  of  anv  other  form  of  despotic 
authority  ahion^si  men.  h'or  myself,  my  natural 
heart  would  douMless  have  loved  the  teachings  of  the 
Lord  all  the  more,  if  he  had  preached  a  crusade  tor 
liberty,  instead  of  a  sacrifice  for  ain.  Bat  with  his 
Gospel  in  our  hsnds,  we  can  no  more  keep  an  honest 
and  enliiiht-ned  conscience,  and  denv  ihnt  his  teach- 
in  cs  lole rale  human  scrvii ude  ;is  :i  coiidi'  i"ii  conip.it- 
ible  with  salvation — ihan  we  can  make  ourselves  ac- 
quainted with  the  history  of  human  affairs,  and  deny 
that  his  providence  has  tolerated  human  servitude  as 
a  condition  compatible  with  the  existence  of  society. 
What  are  we.  that  we  cannot  have  a  httle  patience 
with  that,  with  which  God  has  had  patience  since 
sin  entered  into  ihe  world?  .And  how  striking  is  it 
to  behold  the  certainly  w:tli  wiiu  li  men  repudiate  the 
power  of  the  Gospel,  as  soon  aa  ihey  have  tasiened 
on  it  a  power  of  their  own;  bow  aareiy  they  become 
heretics,  apostates  or  infidela,  when  they  beiiin  to 
teach  Christ,  instead  of  sitting  down  at  his  feet  to 
le;ifn  ot  liitnl  ^V||at  else  can  we  say,  but  that  all 
such  pretexts,  whether  for  public  wrong  or  for  private 
iniquity,  are  neither  true  nor  real? 

It  was  my  purpose,  sir,  to  have  .said  something  on 
the  remainiiiiT  topics  of  your  di«  ourse — ilie  I'raciica- 
biliiy  and  Dicniiy  of  the  An  i-^l.ivery  Hiirerprise,  to- 
trether  with  your  view  of  the  special  duly  of  the 
Nor'h  with  regard  to  it.  In  your  first  topic,  howev- 
er, the  necessity  of  that  enterprise,  the  foundation  of 
all  lies;  and  having  discussed,  in  some  degree,  your 
fundamental  principles,  I  pass  by  what,  when  I  was 
a  younger  man,  I  sho'dd  have  been  more  prompt  to 
uMer.  toiicliini;  some  other  portions  ol  yourdiscour>^e. 
I  'or  the  re-'.  1  will  vetilure  lo  add  a  lew  wonU,  which, 
if  you  ared  to  do  so,  ii  would  your  right  tu  de- 
mand of  me.  in  exphinntion  of  my  own  viawa,  ahar 
having  spoken  so  freely  of  yours. 

Slavery.  .Mr.  Sunnier,  is  not  a  modern  institution; 
it  is  as  ancient  as  hiim.iii  .society;  .iiid  ye!  it  i.s  not  a 
permanent  institution,  in  the  sense  ol  being  perpetu- 
ated in  oneparticular  nee  or  country.  We  have  the 
sad  advantage  of  bein^  able  to  contemplate  it  in  eve- 
ry ii^e  ot  the  world,  in  every  condiiioii  of  severity, 
and  111  coniaci  wiili  every  form  of  civilization.  We 
ouuht  by  this  time,  lo  be  able  to  comprehend  it.  From 
this  point  of  view,  1  have  two  slateinents  to  make, 
both  of  which  1  fear  may  appear  to  you  inaccurate. 
The  first  is,  that  nothing  concerniiijt  ihe  structure  of 
human  society  is  more  clearly  established  by  the  en- 
tire career  of  man  on  this  earth,  than  that,  in  some 
form  or  other,  the  social  sii'>jiii::iiioii  of  one  pan  of 
every  highly  developed  coniniunry  to  a ni>t her  part  of 
it — that  is,  servitude  in  some  form  or  other,  is  abso- 
lutely inevitable;  juat  as  much  so,  as  the  existence  of 
crime,  or  want,  or  sorrow.  Let  us  bewnil  this  aa  a 
badiie  ot  our  fallen  coiidiiioii;  Ici  ii-:  xeek  its  constant 
amelioration  as  one  ot  our  clrare-it  duiic.-:  I,ul  let  us 
Tcs|>ect  truth  and  justice,  and  honor  and  ^ood  laiih, 
in  all  our  attempts.  The  second  statcmeiii  I  have  to 
make  is  that  the  general  condition  of  ne;;ro  lilavery 
in  .America,  so  far  from  being  particularly  direful  and 
loathsome,  as  you  represent  it  to  be,  is  really,  and  in 
deeef,  of  necessity,  in  all  respects  iiiiiigaled  and  reg- 
ulated af'er  the  (jcrvading  spirit  of  cHir  Pro'esMut 
civilization,  and  is  gradually  aciiuine:,'  a  nnirc  endu- 
rable iioeiiion.  as  the  power  of  the  Gospel  gradually 
extcnos  iia  itMHuenoe,  aiai  aa  the  Sfaiva  Staiea  gradn 
ally  settle  into  the  conviction,  that  duty  obliges  ihem 
to  accept  this  institution  ns  a  permanent  part  of  their 
social  system  1  lio  not  inysell  ticlicve  liial  ,»erviliide 
in  this  particular  toriii.  is.  as  an  orii^iiial  question, 
eiilu  r  necessarv  or  de.-iral.h  ;  ninj  1  am  well  i-onvin- 
led.  lhat  in  many  ot  our  slave  Stales,  it  mii^ht  be 
grndually  abolished,  with  ureal  advantage,  while  in 
all  of  them  it  iii'irlii  be  still  further  ameliorated  with- 
out regard  to  the  questi  on  of  its  ultimate  solution. 
Nor  is  It  my  opinion,  that  the  permanent  contiiiuaiice 
uf  this  servitude,  in  its  present  loriii,  is  pojsitile,  i 
though  us  endurance  may  be  prolractetijand  the  meth«  1 
ods  of  iia  termination  extremely  diversified,  over  the 
immense  area  covered  by  it.  Tour  duty  and  mine,  j 
sir.  as  .American  philanthropist'*,  each  in  his  own 
spliere,  is  to  accept  ihi,<  fjreat  proljlem  as  we  find  it, 
and  by  all  the  means  in  our  power.assist  its  final  out- 
workiof,  in  a  manner  most  compatible  with  the  in- 
terests of  humanity,  with  the  true  progress  and  elory 
of  our  country,  aiid  with  tho-e  eiernal  principles  of 
nature  and  ot  providence  which  ourcunvi  tlori.-^  may 
in  some  degree  assist,  but  are  wliollv  impotent  to  con- 
trol. There  is  an  aspect  of  this  whole  questi(>n  of 
negro  slavery  in  America,  extremely  broad,  and  which 
you  do  nut  seem  to  have  examined.  It  is  not  merely 
a  question  of  slavery  and  the  negro  population  on  this 
continent;  nor  yet  merely  a  question  ot  bloodshed  and 
conquest  ot  your  North  against  our  Souih--it  is  a 
oneslion  atfectina  all  of  the  Black  Race  throughout 
tne  earth — and  all  ot  thoae  vaat  interests  ot  the  whole 
aarth,  which  the  final  deatiny  of  lhat  imasenae  race 
involves.  As  yet  the  Black  Race  has  never  had  a 
nationality— as  yet  there  h.Ts  never  been  a  civilized 
l^iaie  within  the  Trojiics.  A  hundred  millionsof  the 
human  ra^e.  and  nearly  a  fourih  part  of  the  earth's 
habitable  surface,  around  iis  verv  center,  await  the 
issue  of  this  question  of  neijro  shivery  in  .America, 
and  must  be  influenced  u'rcaily.  if  not  controlliiirTly  by 
it  Rest  assuied,  .M r.  .'^umiier.  «  liaii  ver  diuniiy  you 
may  persuade  yourself  to  ascri'.  e  lo  your  anti-Slave- 
ry Enicrprisc.  and  to  your  stirrini;  >-peei  h  at  N.blo'a 
'riiealer — nay,  even  to  your  F.meuil  Hall  eloquence, 
and  vour  Mussachuselta  agitations  over  some  poor 
liigiiive  slave— there  ia  an  eternal  logic  i>f  eventa,  and 
there  is  an  awful  majesty  in  the  suhlrme  course  of 
Providence,  in  the  face  of  which,  posterity  will  sav, 
that  men  endowed  like  you,  ou!»lit  to  linve  been  asha- 
med to  particijfatc  in  such  insane,  fantastic, and  igno- 
ble revel- 1 

However  difficult  the  question  of  human  servitude 
may  Ik;  to  solve,  after  slavery  has  been  once  fully  es- 
tablished in  the  bosom  of  a  commonwealth,  or  how- 
ever men  may  differ  as  to  the  moral  aspect  of  the 
question-now  agitating  the  minda  of  onr  countrymen 
so  deeply,  it  seems  to  me,  that  as  a  mere  topic  of  na- 
tional polities  and  national  loci«Iation.  the  whole 
quesiion  of  American  slavery  is  one  environed  by  no 
other  difTiciiltiea  but  such  as  have  been  created  by 
our  own  evil  paaaiooa.  So  for  as  the  powera  of  the 
National  Government  are  concerned,  has  not  Massa- 
chusetts the  unquestionable  right  to <'reate  slavery  in 
her  bosom,  if  she  sees  fit  to  do  so,  un  1  Louinana  to 
abolish  It  in  hers,  if  she  thinks  proper?  .And  is  not 
this  true  of  every  State?  What  need  then  is  there 
in  all  soberness,  for  frantic  contentions  about  Terri- 
torial settlements  which,  in  their  own  nature,  can  be 
only  temporary?  Snppoee  Miaao«ri  ahould  abolish 
slavery?  Suppose  llhnois  should  create  it?  Suppose 
Kansas  should  decide  the  question  first  one  way,  then 
the  other?  Moieover,  what  essential  difference  doea 
it  make,  whether  it  is  upon  a  basis  of  fifteen  alava 
States,  or  sixteen  skive  States,  that  the  great  problam 
of  our  National  destiny  is  to  be  worked  out?  And 
as  to  its  true  bearing  on  the  infinite  mission  of  our 
country,  what  consequence  can  a  rational  mind  at- 
tach to  the  temporary  result  of  a  fierce  conflict  for 
aupreniacy  between  madmen  in  <me  of  our  lerriloriea 
weat  of  the  Misaonri  river?  What  odds  d<jes  it  make 
any  way.  aaa  National  question,  whether  there  are 
three  millions  of  slaves,  or  three  millions  and  u  frac- 
tion over;  whether  six.  or  ten.  or  a  hundred  slaves, 
more  or  less,  eacape,  or  are  reclaimed?  The  power 
of  the  General  Govaminant  over  the  whole  subject 
IS  so  extremely  limited,  and  tranaient  and  incidental, 
as  compared  with  the  abaaluia  power  of  the  States 
thsawelvee;  the  good  that  ean  aa  dona  by  the  exer- 
i«Maf  the  pnwafs  ainnsly  ^aaaaaaad  hy 
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ger  which  ia  obvioiisly  hwnrred  n  so  real  and  deplor- 
able, the  condition  in  which  the  Nation  stands  with 
reference  to  the  whole  subject  is  so  distinct  and  so 
peculiar,  that  I  must  confer,  it  has  always  appeared 
to  me  unspeakably  surprising,  that  any  National 
party— and  especially  any  one  al  the  North— shoukl 
be  found  capable  of  permanent  organization  in  con- 
nectioii  with  each  topics.  Any  honest,  moderate, 
patriotic,  consistent  exercise  of  the  powers  of  the 
General  Government  over  the  question  of  slavery 
could  hardly  have  tailed  to  satisfy  the  nation  to  the 
end,  as  it  satisfied  it  during  its  early  and  moit  glorious 
period.  Wh^fovar  any  hava  bean  tha  ains  ur  lollies 
of  Southern  aiateamen,  or  tha  Sonthen  peopfo,  it 
would  be  hard  to  produce  an  cxampla  at  aoca  SMre 
flagrant,  insuliin<;.  and  unjust,  thaa  tha diaeawse 
which  suciji  sted  these  remarks. 

.Alter  all,  I  cannot  persuade  my.self  that  God  will 
allow  us  to  degrade  ourselves  so  utterly,  as  to  break 
up  this  glorious  confederacy  on  such  a  question  as 
this.  I  do  not  alk>w  myself  to  believe  that  the  iiiastt 
of  the  American  people  are  so  utterly  destitute  of  the 
s'llilime  instinct  of  their  country's  mission  among 
the  nations.  Civil  war  is  nol  a  remedy;  it  is  the 
most  direful  of  all  diseases.  National  strength,  in 
a  day  like  inira,  and  to  ireemen,  is  not  so  much  a 
glory,  aa  it  ia  a  neceasity— the  grand  necessity  of  t  heir 
uberty  and  independence.  As  to  sUverv.  it  is  a  ques- 
tion al  out  which  men  may  differ,  accordiiigto  ihe  ne- 
c  ssities  of  their  c<  n  i  tion  and  the  point  oi  view  fr^m 
wliich  they  consider  it.  But  the  cordial  and  india- 
soluble  Union  of  these  States,  ia  a  matter  concerning 
which  no  American  who  has  s  true  heart  in  his  biis 
om,  can  possibly  have  but  one  opinion — one  purpose 
If  there  be  one  political  duty  common  t  j  us  all.  ai  d 
transcendently  clear  and  binding,  it  is  that  wc  should 
villi  with  immediaie  and  condign  punishment,  every 
party  and  every  paUic  man  who  ia  not  loyal  to  thie 
Union  and  tha  Conatilaiion.

IS  beyond  that  distance.  The  vine,  there- 
fore, should  be  trimmed  to  within  half  an 
inch  ol  the  toinatoe  nearest  the  end  of  each 
hranch.  •  This  will  admit  sun  and  air  free- 
ly, and  alihotigh  ten  per  cent  of  the  toma- 
toes that  ini^ht  have  grown  will  be  greater 
in  weight  and  measure  than  if  the  vine  had 
not  been  shurtentd  in.  Tomatoes  are  also 
several  days  earlier  by  thin  tfoalaeat.— -

Another  matter  of  very  anxious  import, 
in  its  relations  to  onr  welfare  as  a  nation, 
will  have  a  share  in  your  eiineem.  Do- 
mestic slavery  haa  been  for  many  years  a 
fruitful  theme  for  moral  and  piditieal  dis- 
cussion, and  it  is  now  assuming  a  grave 
aspect— that  often  alarms  even  the  most 
tranquil.  I  only  desire  here  a  few  words, 
to  impress  upon  your  mind  a  ruling  thont/ht 
{that  Khnuld  always  have  its  place  in  the 
'  disctis.>ion  of  this  interestinef  matter.  It  is 
not  an  oriiriiial  qiiestimi.  It  cannot  he  re- 
ijariled  even  ;is  a  simple  alistrael  |iroposi- 
lion  ill  fiiorids.  It  is  complicated  with  so 
iiiaiiy  interests,  and  holds  such  a  peculiar 
relation.s  lo  the  eonnirv,  that  we  cannot 
dispose  of  it  as  a  tm  re  abstraction. 

When  the  coiisi iiutioii  of  the  I'liiled 
Stales  was  under  advi.semeiit  liv  ihelnw  of 
nations,  a  .«lave  escapinjj  to  a  Ir  e  emintry 
became  free,  'J'lic  slave-hoidmu  Slates 
were  uiiM'iUing  to  form  a  union  upon  the 
basis  of  that  international  law  between  in- 
dep«nd»*ni  Stale.*.  They  proposed  to  the 
free  Stales,  if  you  wish  to  unite  with  us 
and  thus  form  one  people,  in  closer  bonds 
than  by  the  general  law  of  nations,  then 
this  law  of  the  fugitive  slave  most  be  so 
modifitid  tliat  we  shall  hare  the  aame  right 
tn  reclaim  ia  your  State,  that  we  now  have 
in  any  county  in  our  own  Butte.  Our  fore- 
fathers agreed  to  this  modification,  and  the 
thirteen  colonies  aaaaimously  adopted  it, 
and  thus  lefit  slavery  a  domestic  iostitation 
in  all  the  States  wlicreit  existed. 

This  is  the  true  political  state  of  the 
qupsiiui)  and  therefore  we  cannot  disturb  it. 
As  a  fjre.Ti  moral  and  social  evil,  it  is  open 
to  free  consideration  and  debate,  as  are  all 
other  matters  pertaiiiinf^  to  moral  duly. 
But  politicaliv  we  airrced  lo  leave  it  where 
we  found  il.  and  lhal  wa.s  with  the  slave- 
hoiiiinir  Slates,  with  all  its  rc!<ponsihilities. 
The  whole  case  is  with  them. 
I  |It  is  a  gravdv  momenioiis  subject, encom- 
passed hy  perplexing  difliculiies,  that  call 
for  deliberation  and  candor  and  ^ood  tem- 
per And  more  than  this — it  invokes  a- 
fresh  the  cheerished  and  fraternal  feelings 
that  formed  the  American  consiitution, — 
which  has  so  long  and  so  illustriously 
shown  how  much  of  human  wisdom  and 
foreeaat,  and  how  much  more  of  divine  he- 
nigaity,  erowned  this  fifst  great  experiment 
of  a  free  end  self  governed  peopk.  May  it 
be  perpetual !  May  aa  rash  hand  mar  its 
glory,  or  dara  disturb  it*  fhaadatleas. 

8hoald  aot  almost  eighty  years  of  pros- 
perous fireedom  plead  for  oar  Union  ? — 
Should  not  the  smiles  of  God's  fsvor  to- 
wards us,  for  all  that  time,  hush  Ihe  mur- 
murs of  discontent,  and  ptersaade  us  rather 
to  patience  and  hope.  Let  us  wait  for  the 
healtn^rg  of  time,  and  kindness  and  the  sure 
growth  of  belter  fet  lings,  ihat  will  follow 
the  f  pend  and  power  <»f  the  (iospel  of  peace. 
Let  us,  for  the  sake  of  human  liberty,  and 
mau*s  lant  hope,  wait  ami  hear,  and  forbear,

Seven 
Americans  and  three  anties  elected  to  Cou- 
greKs.  In  the  Legislature  the  Americans 
have  the  aajoritjr. 

Alabama.— The  anti-American  candi- 
date for  Governor  ia  elected, as  was  expect- 
ed.
